Our Secretary has received the 
following telegram 
Ottawa, Ont. 
March 14, 1912 


E, J. Fream, 
Secretary-Treasurer United 
Farmers ot Alberta, 
Calgary. 
The Minister of the Interior pro- 
mised me last night that he would 
visit Calgary shortly after the end 
of the session and meet your Irri- 
gation Committee. I will advise 
you several days in advance and 
trust you will make complete ar- 
rangements accordingly.

May I ask you to be kind enough 
to publish this in full in your paper. 
Yours truly, 

HENRY SORENSEN, 
Chairman of the combined 
Irrigation Committees. 

With reference to the above, it 
may be stated that farmers of this 
district, through the local union of 
the United Farmers of Alberta, 
have been urging the Dominion 
Government to make an investiga- 
tion into the irrigation system here, 
there having been several pvints in 
dispute between the farmers and 
the CPIC with reference to the sup- 
ply of water, the charges for same, 
and the classification of irrigated 
land. As will be seen from report 
ot the Farmers Union meeting in 
another column, the governmeat 
are going to make an investigation 
into the whole system, and will 
have engineers looking it over dur- 
ing the coming season, 

A report from Ottawa last week- 
end stated that the Government was 
being urged to take over the west- 
ern end of the irrigation block, bnt 
local officials do not give much cre- 
dence to it. The following in part 
is the information received: 

Orrawa, Ont.—From a_ usually 
well-informed source comes the 
statement that the Dominioy gov- 
ernment is being urged to take 
over the big irrigation works of the 
Canadian Pacific railway in south- 
ern Alberta, that these are to be 
administered as a national undertak- 
ing and that for this purpose a 
special department of irrigation 
with a responsible minister will be 
created should the project go 
through. 

It is understood that the govern- 
ment now has an expert engineer in 
Alberta inspecting the entire system 
and on his report the action to be 
taken will greatly depend, It is 
further understood that the western 
part of the system only is being 
offered to the government at pre- 
sent.

BRITON KILLED BY MUTINEERS 


Anglican Missionary Loses His Life 
In Chinese Uprising. 

Pekin.—A missionary named F. 
Day, beionging to the Church of Eng- 
land mission, and attached to the dis- 
trict of Pao Ting Fu, was killed by 
mutinous Chinese soldiers. 

Mr. Day, Bishop Charles P. Scott, 
of the North China diocese, and an- 
other missionary, F. C. Hughes, were

stations in vicinity of Pao Ting Fu. 

Arriving at Tien Chang Ying, Bi- 
shop Scott sent Day and Hughes to 
Chin Chow to fetch letters. The two 
missionaries found mutinous soldiers 
sacking the town. These command- 
eered the missionaries’ carts, and on 
the missionaries attempting to re- 
cover them, Mr. Day was killed. Mr. 
Hughes took refuge in the town hall, 
where he still remains. 

A British attache from the legation 
here, accompanied by a detachment 
of eight British soldiers, left for Chin 
Chow to rescue Mr. Hughes. 

General Li Yuen Heng, vice-presi- 
dent of the Chinese repubiic, is leav- 
ing Wu Chang for Nanking, where he

The Agricultural 
Situation 


In a week or two from now, with 
favorable weather, there should be 
great activity in plowing, seeding 
and disking over Alberta. There 
will have to be a great amonnt of 
work compressed into a short space 


of time, owing to the lateness of the 


harvest last year, and consequently 
the small amount of plowing done 
Numerous farmers throughout 
the whole of Western Canada, 
through no fault of their own, are 
not in as good shape as they would 
like to be to commence preparations 
for the 1912 crop The years 1910 
1911 witnessed the two extreimes 
in weather as tar as Alberta is con 
cerned, The former was verv 


dry, and the latter very wet In 


many causes the 1910 crop did not 
materialise owing to the drought 

The 19gtt crop was a magnificent 
one to all appearances, but the wet 
and cold weather of the fall of last 

year kept the crop growing so long 
that in many cases the frost got it 
betore it was sufficently matured 
and reduced the grade. Added to 
this was the shortage of harvest 
separators and of labor, and the 
lateness of the harvest meant that 

most of the grain was not moved| 
till after navigation on the great 
lakes had closed, which meant that 

lower prices than usual prevailed, 

Some farmers got very good 
crops last year, some fairly good, 
and some through no fault of their 
own got very little crop. As one 
farmer put it some time ago at one 
of their meetings ‘Some of us 
hadia’t judgment but had the luck, 
and others who had the judgment 
hadn't the luck.” 

One of the bright spots of the 
situation this year is that the far-} 
mers in this district are going in 
more and more for mixed farming, 
so that in the future the partial or 
total failure of a grain crop will not 
upset them altogether, as they will 
have their eggs in various baskets, 
and they can hardly all fall at one 
time. Straight grain growing has 
never been a permanently paying 
proposition, even with bumper 
crops, as any old time farmer from 
the U.S. A. will be able to tell. 
After a few years time, depending 
upon the strength of the soil, the 
crop begins to lessen, and finally 
the ground becomes unprofitable to 
work, So that the experience of!

ago. . The.only danger is that the 
Council may be tempted to overdo 
a good thing, and if we may use 
metaphor, ‘Kill the geese that are 
laying the golden eggs.” 

In onr advertising columns ap- 
pears a list of the townspeople who 
have paid licenses, for the iaforma- 
tion of the public. The Secretary 
‘nformsus that those who are engag- 


, Adin the tines of business enumerat- 


ed in the advert., and have not yet 
paid a license, will have to good and 
quick, or suffer the penelty of the 
law. 

In addition to the licenses tor the 
privilege of doing business in Strath- 
more, there are also licenses for 
peddlers and other peripatetic in- 
stitutions, such as concerts, etc.. 
The Methodist Church entertain- 
ment and. the recital on Monday 
last were each mulcted $5.00. 

The Alberta Bible Society's col- 
porteur struck town on Wednesday 
with an assortment ot bibles, but 
he soon had the town Constable on 
his teail. “ Hé was brought up be- 
fore Mr Lambert and advised to get 
a provincial license, or he would be 
pulled again in some other town. 

Quite a number of local people 
who have been asked to contribute 
are rather sore on the new taxes, 
but-it should be understood that 
these are levied in almost every 
town in Alberta regularly incorpor: 
ated, The Strathmore bylaws are 
modelled on those of  Gleichen,

Interesting Discovery of Stone Andj her servant of extravagance without 


Flint Relics Tells of Saskatche- 

wan's Early Days. 

W. E. H. Stokes, cf the Provincial 
Civil Service, recently spent a vaca- 
tion at Whitewood, where he secured 
Some interesting relics, which have 


been presented by their finders 
through him to the museum at the 


| parliament buiidings. 


Emile Renoult, who lives a few 
miles south of Whitewood presents 


| Some stone implements, presumably 


of great antiquity, They consist of a 
stone axe, hammer, what is supposed 
to have been a hide scraper, several 
flint arrow heads, etc. 

Apparently, with the exception of 
the arrowheads, they are made of 
portions of the prairie boulder stone. 
They are very interesting as showing 
the primitive nature of the weapons 
and implements of aboriginal human- 
ity. Another find consists of a rusty 
old six shooter, of a very early pat- 
tern, and which is supposed to be, 
by some, one of the old police guns, 
such as were carried by Colonel 
French's men when he crossed the 
plains in the seventies, and took pos- 
session of the Blackfeet country. The 
stock is gone, but the gun, although 
badly rusted, is otherwise fairly well 
preserved, It was found in a bluff by 
Mr. Buchan, of the Merchants Bank, 
Whitewood, who kindly gave it to 
Mr. Stokes for the museum. The 
stone implements are being photo- 
graphed by Mr. Grenfell, and it is 
said to be the intention of Librarian 
Hawkes to send the photos to the 
Maidstone Museum, Kent, England, 
so that they may be compared with 
the flint implements found In that 
country with a view of discovering 
similarities and differences.—Regina

Experiments are now being made at 
some of the crushing mills in Hull ag 


to the feasibility of extracting oi! 
from sunflower seed and using the 
residue as an ingredient in the man- 
ufacture of feed cake Large con 
signments of seed have recently ar 
rived in Hull trom Odessa, the sun- 
flower being extensively cultivated in 
pouthern Russia 

When crushed the sunflower seed 
yields on the average 50 per cent, of 
oil, while the yield of soya bean oli 
is 18 per cent. The oil is limpid and@ 
pale yellow in color and It is believed 


it will prove valuable in soapmaking 
the manufacture of varnishes and for 
culinary purposes.

Farmers’ Union Meeting 


The regular meeting of Strath- 
more Branch of the Uuited Farmers 
of Alberta was held on Saturday 
afternoon. There was a large at- 
tendance, and some very important 
business transacted, We are in- 
debted to a member of the Union 
for the following report, as we were 
unable to have a representative pre- 
sent. Recognising the importance 
of the work of the Farmers’ Union 
in this district, we shall always 
make it our endeavour to secure full 
teports of the meetings. We would 
also recommend farmers in the dis- 
trict who are not already affiliated 
to the Union to do so now, when 
the season's work is opening. 

The report is as follows :— 

Meeting called to order, in the »b- 
sence of the president, by Mr H. 
who vacated the chair when Mr. H. 
J. Sorensen appeared. 

After the approval of the previous 
minutes and going through of regu- 
lar routine business the matter of 
new members was on the tapis and 
largely as the result of the meetings 
held at Serviceberry, Harwood and 
Akenstad Scioolhouses eleven new 
members were successfully voted 
upon. Upon motion it was ordered 
that all members in arrears be noti- 
fied thereof and requested to pay up 
aud turther that the Secretary notify 
all members at the end of the year 
that dues are payable. After some 
discussion it was also agreed that in 
the absence of initiation tees, etc., 
The Dollar asked of each new mem- 
ber carries him up to Dec. jist 
next, 

A communication {rom the Cen- 
tral office was read regarding the 
iniquitous provisions of the new 
grain bill, the nefarious work of the 
‘* credit men’s association "' being 
quite evident. 

For long years the farmers have 
been conducting a fight for a sample 
market which is now embodied by 
the conservative government into 
the grain bill with such modifications 
in favour of the manipulator that all 
the farmers’ unions are making a 
desperate effort to have the entire 
matter struck out. 

The friends of the grain bill sought 
to hurry its passage through Parlia- 
ment but the watch doys of the 
U.F.A. and the Gr. Gr, Association 
were on the alert and Mr. Fream, 
our vigilant secretary, is now speed- 
ing east with other delegates from 
Western Provinces to stop the pass- 
age of the bill in the Senate or to 
have it very much amended. Sir 
Richard Cartwright wiil throw his 
weight into the collar in our tavour 
and he is some pumpkins on this 
subject. 

The work of the committee on ir- 
rigation of the U.F.A. was next up 
for consideration and a letter was 
read from the Government to this 
committee that whenever delivery 
of water had not been made no col- 


lections could be lawfully made. 

As a result of the correspordence 
of this committee with the govern- 
ment a further board was appointed 


for the purpose of attendicg ig 


government engineers, who are, 
during the coming summer—agree- 
ably to the irrigation act—to inspect 
the entire irrigation system of the 
C.P.R. previous to granting the 
Company a water license, when 
these engineers find that all the 
work has been accomplished in ac- 
cordance with the irrigation act. 
The settlers having heen given ample 
opportunity to mike complaints. 

Ma. H. J. Sorensen was appoint- 
ed to take the lead in this matter 
and organise the forces under his 
command. 

A member from each school dis- 
trict was selected who would be 
notified in due time that the engin- 
ers would be at work in his district 
so that he might accompany them 
and see that the care of each occu- 
pant of land having a grievance 
in that portion of the system be 
brought to the notice of the govern- 
ment engineers, 

Mr. Boissevain was then called 
upon to give a short account of the 
meetings held in the various school- 
houses and which had proven to be 
such excellent entertainments and 
productive of so much good. 

The motion to adjourn to the 
next regular meeting the last Sat- 
urday in the month was then in 
order. —[Communicated].
